That two 
Governors General and a Govortior should 
combine to thwart the execution of Imperial 
Doereos, should actually accomplish their 
object, shuuld save the lives of nearly. every 
foreigner living in or passing through their 
brgat-domains,and yet shopld retain thoir 
posts and veronin among the most influen- 
tin] men in the Empire, is porhaps theore- 
tically inexplicable, but nevertheless re- 
mains a significant fact. 
tho it is ~ therefore 
highly important to indicate who are 
meant. . Thy subordinates of Chang Chih. 
tuog and af Lia Kiong-yi » For 
aught we Know, be jnstances of con- 
formity to the example of: their supe- 
riors. Those of Yuan Shih K‘ai, however, 
ina province where the late uprising was 


ln referriny to 


Chinese officials, 


nursed, ifnotactually hatched, are in many 
cases, of quite a contrary type. Yuan's 
earnest and unquestionably honest procla- 
mations aro issued in good faith, und sent 
to ‘every one of tho prefectures in the 
Shantung Province. But in many coun- 
ties they are oither over posted-at all, or 
after day or two are torn down, and thetr 
paper rags honeeforth flutter in the breeze. 
The Emperor himself is helpless in tho 
hands of his Ministers. Tfis Ministera 
arain hke manner wholly dependent upon 
their subordinates, Under ordinary con- 
ditions, in cases affecting their interests, 
the widely-dispersed foreigners have au 
eyo and an gar open, and if provincial ore, 
ders aro ignored thoy complain te the 
Consulates, or to the Logations, with a 
chance of inquiry and rectification. 
Butatthe presonttime theroare pructically 
noforeignors in the interior of any of the 
provinces where the Boxers chivtly operated. 
The only Chinese interested to have Gov. 
Yuan's proclsmatious cartied into effect 
are the law-abiding classes, who ate gener- 
ally helpless and dumb, Among them aro 
the native Christians, many of whom have 
buon bitterly persecuted, aud many others 
foreud into a formal recantation of Cliisti- 
anity in obedience to an Imperial Decree 
which by instinct ond by training most 
Chinese would no nore think of resisting 
than the law of gravitation, These peoplo 
who have lost everything and whose pre- 
sent and futuro condition is, to say the 
least, precarious, sro in no ciroumstances 
tu contest their rights with District Magis- 
trates filled with avowed hostility to every- 
thing fortign. Sume of these officials have 
remained at their posts through the ‘whole 
period of the long disturbances in Shan- 
tung, now covering almost two years. 
‘Their disposition and their acts’ aro not 
materially modified by the faet that the 
prosent Fu Tai is a far shrewder man than 
Yii Hsien, of infamous momory, Yuan 
Shih-Kai may indeed be depended upon to 
*keop order' in bis provineo, but it will 
still remain true, as the Chinose aphorism 
declares, that ‘The crow whan white- 
washed will not long hold his colour} and to 
train a wolf to uct as a watch-dog will bo 
found difficult.' Woe have singled ont 
Shantung, because it is in a class by itself. 
Many of its Magistrates aro good and ablo 
mon, Others are woak~and norveless. 
Some are hopelessly anti-furcign. In time, 
there will bea solid reconstruction, but it 
can only come by degrees, and the Germans 
are 4 factor to be reckoned with as a dia 
turbing force of unknown possibilities.

April 5.— Washington advices state that 
Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassador, 
has handed Cul, Hay, the Secretary vf 
Stato, a Noto giving definite assurances of 
the intention of Russia to leave Manchuria 
as an integral part of China, and to with- 
draw her trvops os 5000 us circumstances 
permit. > 

April 7.—It is announcod at St. Poters- 
burg that hard fighting hae taken pleco 
between the Russians and Chinese’ in 
Manchuria, between Kobansky and Sing- 
mingting. Several’ Russians wore ‘killed. 
Tho Chinese lost heavily and- fed north- 
wards. i 

At a meeting of Genorals hold nt Pekin, 
and prosided over by Count von Waldersee, 
it was decided to recommend to the Minia- 
ters that 6,000 men should pernianently 
occupy nino pointa on tho Pekin and Shun- 
hai-kwan railway, cxclusive of 2,000 men 
at Pekin.
